Tree wars? CR to test HSU’s big tree claim

College of the Redwoods forestry professor Tim Baker took 
his natural resources inventory techniques students to 
practice measuring trees on Monday and may have found 
the largest diameter tree, at a whopping 9feet, growing on 
a college campus in the United States.

Nearby colleges and uni¬ 
versities commonly have 
football team rivalries, but 
here in Humboldt County 
they compete to have the 
largest growing tree on cam¬ 
pus. 

College of the Redwoods 
and Humboldt State Uni¬ 
versity don’t compete ath¬ 
letically but the CR Forestry 
and Natural Resources pro¬ 
gram is coming after HSU’s 
claim last year that they have 
the world’s tallest tree on a 
college campus. This week, 
CR students measured what 
could be the largest tree by 
diameter on a college cam¬ 
pus in the United States. 


However, these things are 
hard to keep track of because 
there’s not a Guinness World 
Record for the tallest or larg¬ 
est by diameter trees on col¬ 
lege campuses, CR forestry 
professor Tim Baker said. 

“Basically, we don’t know,” 
he said about the largest on- 
campus tree designation. 
“We were throwing it out 
there in response to HSU 
saying they had the world’s 
tallest tree [on a college cam¬ 
pus] because they don’t know 
either.” 

Baker and CR forestry 
associate professor Mickey 
Jarvi both said this is all in 
good fun. 

“It’s not intended to be 
anything serious and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if an¬ 
other campus said, ‘Wait a 
minute, we have some big 
trees too,”’ Baker said. 

Jarvi and one of his stu¬ 
dents last year, using light 
detection and ranging — LI- 
DAR — data of the campus’s 


forest from 2011, found two 
redwoods more than 200 feet 
tall and one about 138-foot 
Sitka spruce to rival HSU’s 
130-year-old, 240-foot-tall 
Sitka spruce.

parkland, fla. » A former student opened fire at 
a Florida high school Wednesday, killing at least 
17 people and sending scores of students fleeing 
into the streets in the nation’s deadliest school 
shooting since a gunman attacked an elementary 
school in Newtown, Connecticut. 

The shooter, who was equipped with a gas 
mask and smoke grenades, set off a fire alarm to 
draw students out of their classrooms shortly be¬ 
fore the school day ended, officials said. 

Authorities offered no immediate details on 
the 19-year-old suspect or any possible motive, 
except to say that he had been expelled for disci¬ 
plinary reasons. 

Frantic parents rushed to Marjory Stoneman 
Douglas High School to find SWAT team mem¬ 
bers and ambulances surrounding the campus. 
Live footage showed emergency workers who ap¬ 
peared to be treating the wounded on sidewalks.

Washington » President Donald 
Trump broke his silence Wednes¬ 
day after defending a former aide 
who was accused of domestic 
abuse by two ex-wives. 

“I am totally opposed to domes¬ 
tic violence and everybody here 
knows that,” the president said, 
more than a week after the alle¬ 


gations against Rob Porter first 
became public. 

The president added: “Everyone 
knows that and it almost wouldn’t 
even have to be said. So now you 
hear it, but you all know it.” 

Trump had praised Porter, his 
former staff secretary, on Friday 
in his first comments about the al¬ 
legations. And on Saturday, he ap¬ 
peared to cast doubt on the wom¬ 
en’s allegations when he tweeted: 
“Peoples lives are being shattered 


and destroyed by a mere allega¬ 
tion.” 

The White House’s handling of 
the Porter situation has ensnared 
senior West Wing officials, calling 
into question the decision-making 
and candor of chief of staff John 
Kelly and White House counsel 
Don McGahn. 

Trump’s comments come 
as lawmakers on Capitol Hill 
launched a probe into how Por-
